Mr. Neuk am says that ho told him 


tha t the policy would arrive shortly. I 


So far the policy has failed to arrive, j 


Mr. Neuk am grew uneasy at the 


failure of the policy to arrive, and 


investigated 
the m atter. 
He wrote 


to tho company and was informed bv 


a Miss Sm ith, correspondent for the 


company, tha t Roberts was not an 


authorized 
agent for tho company. 
Roberts, it is said, promised Neuk am 
tha t the policy would arrivo tonight 
or Monday morning. 
Roberts was tak en before 
Judge 
Spark s this afternoon and placed 
un 
der 11000 bond. 
At J o'clock lie had 
tailed to find a bondsman. 
When seen 
this afternoon, Mr. Roberts discussed 
his arrest very calmly. 
He declares 
that there is nothing in the trouble 
and that everything will turn out as 
he savs. 
“ I was informed by the com pany,” 
said Mr. Roberts, “ that the policy 
ha s 
been issued. 
1 don’t k now why the 
policy ban failed to arrive. 
T hat is 
the com pany’s fault not mine. 
I have 
w ritten |H» lieioH for Leonard Wewee 
and J. I). Case, 
Mr. 
Wowoe's policy 
has not arrived, Hiid Mr. Case has 
loaned me Ids policy and I have ear 
ried it w ith me. 
Mr. Neuk am lias no 
cause to he seared. 
When 1 see him 
and ex plain m atters I think everything 
will be all right 
As for Miss Smith, 
she is but a correspondent for the com ­ 
pany and has been w ith it hut a short 
time. 
She k nows nothing about my 
account whatever. 
Mr. Leslie, gener­

Mr. Allison is scientific assistant in 
the Bureau of P lant Industry, and is 
one of the men who has charge of the 
farm m anagem ent investigations now 
being made by the A gricultural D e­ 
partm ent w ith a view' tow ard gather­ 
ing the 
observations together 
and 
patting them in suitable form for the 
benefit of the farm ers of the country. 
Mr. Allison was favorably impressed 
w ith the farms 
ho visited in this 
county. 
‘‘There is*ono thing about the fa rm ­ 
ers here,” said Mr. 
Allison, " a nd 
that is, they are doing something. 
T he uniform ity of their W’ork is r e ­ 
mark able. 
So many places where I 
go, one farm er is doing som ething for 
bis land and his neighbor is doing 
nothing. 
The farmers of Rash county 
all seem to be imbued w ith a spirit of 
thrift and 
enterprise 
and are 
all 
work ing to k eep their farms up to the 
standard. ”

Sep tember Int. it is not tacit an east 
m atter for a foreigner to become an 
American citizen. 
The season for many * naturalizations 
is ap p roaching on account of the com ­ 
ing election, and C ircuit Clerk W. A. 
Posey , who officiates at the n aturali­ 
zations w ill have charge of the new 
regulations here. 
For many y ears aliens were natura 
li zed in the county courts, but since 
the new law took effe» * all p a]« crs 
must he taken out in either the c ir­ 
cuit court 
or 
the 
U nited 
States 
courts. 
The new law requires th at the ap ­ 
p licant for citizenship be able to sjieak 
the English 
language, 
have 
» « mie 
knowledge of the American sy stem of 
government, and have resided a certain 
number of y ears in this counfrv, and 
that notice of his intention to become 
a citizen be p osted iu the clerk’s office. 
There are 
other 
requirem ents. but 
those 
mentioned 
are the p rincip al 
ones. 
A rep resentative of the government 
w ill see to it that no decep tion is 
p racticed by the ap p licants. 
In case 
of doubt concerning, legnili of time 
he had lived iu America, the ap p licant 
w ill be required to furnish the clerk 
w ith the exact date on which he a r­ 
rived in this country , name of ship 
on which he came, and such other in ­ 
form ation as the governm ent’s rep re- 
setative may deem necessary . Congress 
man Watson is the author some of the 
p rovision in the act and its p assage was 
due largely to his efforts.
